Noah had a Wicked Son, as Adam 
had. And wesfind Noah Exercifing Authority 
over him. Gen, ix. 25. Aud he faid, Curfed be 
Canaan, aServant of Servants fhall he be urto his 
Bretbren. Andhe Bleffed his Dutiful and Obedi- 
ent Children. Wer.26,27. And he faid, Bleffed 
be the Lord Ged of Shem; And Canaan foal be 
his Servant. God fall enlarge Japheth, and Canaan 
fhall be his Servant. And this Curfe upon Ham 
or Canaan, was for his Irreverence to his Father, 


in Locking upon his Nakedne/s. And the Blefing. 
upon the other Two, was for their Awfull Refpett

Rehearf. Yes. And not of Lefs Authority for 
that. But it was Grounded upon the Fatherly 
Authority. And the Curfe and the Blefing given 
with Relped to That.

Country-m. They fay, that this was {poke with 
Refpect to Afankind in General. But did not 
Place the Authority in any One more than An- 
other. Not in Noah, more than in any QOze of 
his Sons, er in them ii together. 

Rebearf. Then any One of NO A H’s Sons and 
their Sons after them, had the Power of Life and 
Death ovet Noah, as well as He over Them! And, 
by the fame Rule, every Man in the World had the 
Power of Life and Deatl*over every AZan iti the 
World \ 

Country-m. That wou’d make a ftrange World 
indeed !_ There wou’d be nothing biit K:/ing and 
Slaying at this Rate! There cou’d be no Fudge, 
becaufe every Zan wou'd be Fudge over his 
Fudge, and might put his Fudge to Death, as well 
as the Fudge pals Sentence upon him! Surely this 
cannot be the Adeaningof that Text. 

Rehearf, It muft be the Meaning, unlefs the 
Power of Life and Death was put in forme Particu- 
lar Hands, Exclujive of others. 

Country-m. In whofe Hands was it put ? That 
do’s not Appear in this Text. 

Rehear{. There was no Need of Exprefling 
it inthis Text. Becaufe the Sons of Noah were 
well Appriz’d, That theit Father had the Au- 
thority over them. This was Effablifbed from 


wife, That the Authority which has rio Supe- 
rior, muit be Abfolute, and Extend to Every 
thing of Authority, And therefore it being Coh- 
fefledly Acknowledg’d, that Noah, as Father, 
had Authority over his Sons, but not They over 
Him’: it muft follow, That the Command in 
this Text was to be Executed by Noab'over his 
Sons, but not by Them over Him. 

Country-m. Why then was this Command gi- 
ven to Noah atid his Sons? For they are all 
Joyn’d together, Ver. 1. And God bleffed Noah 
and his Sons, and faid unto them, &c. 

Rehearf. It was a Command of Obedience to 
Them, in Refpec& of their Father. But it was 
likewife a Command that was to Extend to all 
Gexerations of Mento the End of the World. And 
did Refpe& the Sovis of Noah, when they’came 
to be Governors themfelves, and to Succeed 
in the Power of Noah, their Father, whereas if ic 
had been only fpoke of Wozh; it might have been 
thotght That it was only a Particular Grant 
to him and not to Extend to any Governomrs af- 
ter him. Thereforeit is put in General. By 
Man {hall his ‘Blood be Shed. That is, by fuch 
Men, tothe End of the World, who fhall be 
Juftly Vefled with this Authority. . 

Country-m. But you liave faid before, That 
this Power was in Adam; and in the. Patriarchs 
before the Flood. And by your .Rile, That 
whatever Power has no Superior is Supreme, it 
muaft be fo. Wha: need then was there’ of 
this new Grant to Noa? It looks as if this 
were the Arf of it. And that this Power had 
never been Granted before:
